— You 
will bear in mind that the object of this 
introduction is not by any means to dis 
place the Red Fife; I think the growth of 
that variety shou'd bo ensouraged in 
every practicable wav, but the Minister 
desires that az earlier variety of goo’ 
quality should be secared to be grown 
where the Red Fife does not succeed, and 
thus dacou and prevent, as far a3 is 
practicable, the introduction of soft and 
inferior varieties of wheat, so that the 
present high standard of our North- West 
grain may be generally maintained, and 
atthe same time the necessity of the 
farmers met and the eettiement of the 
country stimulated.”
